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A Soldier’s Life, in 1812 


By Helen Yielding 

“A Soldier's life is terribly hard, 
says Alice." That’s a memorable line 
from an A.A. Milne poem, of Winnie 
the Pooh fame, that most of us will 


Alice was right on. 

A British soldier’s 
life in the early 
1800s was indeed 
terrible and hard, 
and guest speaker 
Peter Monahan 
provided the details 
attheTecumseth& 

West Gwillimbury 
Historical Society’s 
March meeting. 

Dressed in a replica I 
1812 Officer’s uni-1 
form, of breeches, [ 
red jacket with the I 
insignia of rank and I 
company, and wool I 
greatcoat Monahan I 
related the daily ' 
activities of a British soldier in Canada 
in the early 1800s. Rising at 3 or 4 a.m. 
and fully rigged out for inspection, 
they ate a meagre breakfast before 
beginning daily duties of marching, 
ditch-digging, training with muskets, 
and other tasks. 

Enlistment was for life, brutality 
was part of the training and the pay 
was low. In fact, a newly-enlisted 
soldier was paid 5 English pounds - 
but 4 and a half were taken back to 
pay for his uniform. All his worldly 
goods could be stowed in his pack, 



including a few eating utensils. 

For many men, brutal as it was, an 
army life meant food, clothing and 
a roof over their heads in a time of 
unemployment and poverty. Many 
were sent to defend Canada 
from US expansionist 
policies. 

They brought with them 
the military culture that 
expanded and secured the 
British Empire, designed 
around the equipment of 
the time. The musket was 
highly inaccurate, so volume 
of shot was most important. 
Therefore soldiers marched 
in tight formation, loading, 
tamping and firing in 
unison, up to 4 times per 
minute - and simply filled 
in the spaces when a soldier 
fell. Rarely were officers in 
the front line, of course. 
Monahan provided the 
background of the actions 
that precipitated the War of 1812-14, 
fascinating his listeners with both his 
knowledge and his artifacts.

Bond Head 175: Sir Bond Head 


Bond Head - The area around the 
hamlet of Bond Head was surveyed 
in 1819, but got its name in 1837, when 
the first Post Office opened, and the 
village was named for Lieutenant- 
Governor of Upper Canada, Sir 
Francis Bond Head - the man who 
helped quash the Rebellion of 1837. 

Bond Head was a soldier, world 
traveller, and prolific author. Born 
in Kent, England on Jan. 1,1793, he 
was educated at Rochester Grammar 
School and Royal Military Academy. 
In 1811, he was commissioned to the 
Royal Engineers, and stationed in the 
Mediterranean, where he served in 
the campaign of 1815. He was at the 
Battle of Waterloo. 

For a while, he worked with a gold 


and silver mining company in South 
America, where his rapid journeys 
across the Pampas and his book 
"Rough Notes” earned him the 
knickname, “Galloping Bond Head.” 

He returned to the army when he ran 
into “difficulties” with the directors 
of the company - and in 1835 was 
appointed Lieut.-Governor of Upper 
Canada, by the British, in hopes of 
appeasing reformers in the colony. 
Instead, his support for the Family 
Compact resulted in Rebellion.
